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DETAILED ACTION

This action is in response to the application filed December 17, 2001. 


Drawings 


2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: a) X (See Figure 4); and 
b) Y (See Figure 4). A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 


3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. It is not clear what is meant by the following: a) "metal wire pattern" (See 
Claims 1, 4, 5, 7, 9, 10 and 11); b) "fine line pattern" (See Claims 1, 2 and 3); c) "pad pattern" 
(See Claims 1, 3, 5, ); d) "overall wire pattern" (See Claims 1 and 3); e) "connection pad pattern" 
(See Claim 3); e) "main fine line pattern" (See Claims 5 and 6); f) "main pad pattern" (See 
Claim 5); g) "dummy fine line pattern" (See Claims 5, 6, 8, 9 and 10); h) "dummy pad pattern" 
(See Claim 9); i) "dummy pad pool pattern" (See Claim 10); and j) "dummy fine line patterns do 
not make any electric circuit" (See Claim 8).

Additionally, it is impossible to calculate the ratio described in claim 1 because there is 
no indication as to what components are utilized to obtain the ratio. Finally, it is not clear as to 
whether "pattern" refers to wire or metallization layers. It could be viewed as an intermediate 
step that is utilized to form the metallization of the semiconductor device.
